Here are divers Accommodations, which are a furtherance to Practiſe in this Art : 

The firſt 1s, a good Ligbr ; and that I account beft, which is molt clear, and free from Shadows; a 
lighe chat is right over againit you , as you fit co write, or one that comes on your left fide, for other-= 
wiſe your own ſhadoiv will be your hindrance. Alſo a Desk to write on, or ſomeching of that nacure 
viere pertinent , which might be ſomewhar aſcending, and not directly level , ſo will the light the ber- 
ter deſcend vpon your Paper, and (o will you be the more able ro continve ar the Imployment. For to 
ft up: tight, and co have your Paper , as It were, to meet you, will be much more for che eaſe of your bo- 
dy, and leſs for the Diſeaſe of your Head , than bowing of the body, and holding down of the Head is 
like to be. | 
It wzrenext tobe wiſhed , that you had a good Pen-knife, and that you would not ſuffer it to grow 
bad for want of a Hoan, and a Thong of Leather to preſerve its edge. 


Now to make a Pen; cake the firtt, ſecond, or third Quill in the Wing ofa Gooſe or Raven , (ſome 


will ifcheir Quills are roo hard, ſteep them a while in water; or if too ſoft, lay them a ſhort ſpace in hot 
embers) and hayivg with the back o! your pen-knife. prepared ic by ſcraping, cur off about a quarter ofan 
Inch, or fingers-breadth of the end ; after that, you muſt enter the edge of your knife juſt at the end 
of its back-de, where you haye cur; then put in your looſe end of the Quill, and holding your Thumb 
of your left Hand on the back thereof, you may by rwiching up the end of your Quill, make a ſlir , long 
or ſhort, according to your mind ; however , that being done, and the quil made ſmoorh by ſcraping, and 
rot too thin or ſoft, then cutting each (ide alike, you may deſign the (lic robe of ſuch a levgth as may belt 
fit your hand ; and placing it upon your thumb, hold your knife a lictle ſloping , and cut the end of the
